PARIS TO SAN FRANCISCO. 


They Made the Trip In Jast Twelve and 


One-Half Days—They Were Sick While 
Crossing the Water, tout They Deceived 
Hie Best of Attention from Everybody. 
American girls have that pluck which 


makes them admired by all the world. 
The following is a story of two young 
women who made a flying trip from 
Paris to San, Francisco. The sisters were 
at school in Paris, and expected goon to 
be met by relatives. One forenoon they 
received a vable dispatch telling them to 
come home as soon as possible. The 
oldest girl is about twenty years old.

Four 
hours later they were on their steamer, 
tired and hungry and sleepy, but tri- 
umphant. 


ON THE OCEAN. 


Every one on the vessel was most kind 


to the young women and lauded their 
pluck to the skies. The voyage would 
for this reason have been made pleasant 
for them, but their hurry and lack of 
sleep, together with their nerve tension, 
made them easy prey for man's mortal 
enemy, seasickness. From the time the 
big steamer left England until she swept 
np New York harbor the weather was 
uncompromisingly rough. Not one day 
was fair. 
When, the young women 


reached the steamer they were utterly 
exhausted, and at once went to bed. 
This set the stewardess to grumbling. 
She wanted the girls to appear at the 
dinner table on the first day at least.

•for the rest of the voyage she neglected 
every one else to look after "the brave 
little American ladies," 


Men and women joined in little court- 


esies and attentions to the two girls. 
One old crusty Englishman seemed to 
take offense if any one monopolized their 
attention. He became their loyal guard- 
ian and walked around like a great pro- 
tecting mastiff,. It waa he who stood on 
the deck with them on the day that the 
girls turned their eager eyes toward the 
Statue of Liberty.

A DEAF MUTE COLLEGE, 


DEGREES CONFERRED ON STUDENTS 


WHO CANNOT HEAR. 


The Wonderful Progress in the Education 


of the Deaf and Dumb—The Curriculum 
of the National College at Washington 
Some of tho Work Done. 
Very little is known about the ancien 


treatment of the deaf, but Aristotle is 
credited with saying somewhere in his 
musty -works that the deaf are wholly 
incapable of receiving intellectual in 
strnction. 
History tells us, however 


that deafness was sometimes deemed a 
visitation of divine wrath, and that the 
poor victim was frequently destroyed to 
save the family honor, or was classec 
with the idiotic or insane and treated as 
an outcast. 
This opinion mnst have 


prevailed many centuries, for it was 
within tho last 150 years that it was dis 
covered that the deaf were capable o: 
receiving intellectual instruction. 


A college for deaf mutes was fDundee 


in the city of Washington about twenty 
six years ago to combat the popular 
prejudice. The college grew and thrived, 
Few people know anything about the 
National Deaf Mute college, or the Co- 
lumbian Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, as it is known officially, at Ken- 
dall Green, Washington. A man who, 
had he lived 1,000 years ago, might have 
been roasted because he could neither 
hear nor speak today studies moral phi- 
losophy, the calculus and ancient anc 
modern languages, and graduates from a 
college with a degree. 


THE COLLEGE.. 


The Columbia institution was incor- 


porated in 1857, and has since then been 
sustained by congress as an institution 
where deaf mute children living in the 
District of Columbia and children of 
soldiers and sailors should receive free 
education. Ample provision is also made 
for deaf mutes from the states and ter- 
ritories, who have not the means of de- 
fraying the expenses of tuition, which 
amount to §250 a year. The institution 
continued for seven years as an ordinary 
high school, but in 1864 it was decidec 
to organize a collegiate department, anc 
congress passed an act authorizing the 
institution to confer collegiate degrees 
The institution was then divided into 
two departments, the school and the 
National Deaf Mute college. In one oi 
his annual reports Dr. Edward M. GaV- 
laudet, thfrpresident of the college, says 


"Tho object of the directors in estab- 


lishing a school of this grade, thus tak- 
ing a step unprecedented in the history 
of deaf mute instruction, was in part to 
prove what had been doubted by some, 
that persons deprived of hearing anc 
speech could, in spite of 4their disability 
ergage successfully in the adv'ancec 
Studies pursued in colleges for the hear- 
ing. The more important er *' in view, 
however, was to afford to a class of per- 
sons in the community, already numer- 
ous and increasing steadily with the 
population, an opportunity to secure the 
advantages of a rigid and thorough 
course of intellectual training in the 
higher walks of literature and the lib- 
eral arts." 


The best evidence of the success pf the 


movement can be found in this para- 
graph from tho annual report of 1887, 
which tells what pursuits some of the 
graduates followed: 


WHERE THE GRADUATES GO. 


"Fifty who haye gone put from the 


college have been engaged in teaching, 
one has entered the ministry, three have 
become editors and publishers of news- 
papers, three others have taken positions 
connected with journalism, ten have en 
tered the civil service of the govern- 
ment, one while filling a position as in 
structor in a western institution has 
rendered important service to the coasl 
purvey as a microscopist, two have be- 
come accomplished draughtsmen in arch- 
itects' oiuces, one has been repeatedly 
elected recorder of deeds in u southern 
city, and two others aro recorders' clerks 
in the we-t. 


"Another has been elected city treas- 


urer and is at present cashier of a na- 
tional bank, one has become eminent as 
a practkiil chemist and assayer, two 
have taken places in the faculty of their 
alma mater and are rendering valuable 
service r.3 instructors, some have gone 
into mercantile and other offices, some 
have undertaken business ou their own 
account, while not a few have chosen 
ngricultui aland mechanical pursuits in 
which thy advantages of thorough men- 
tal traini.ig will give them a superiority 
over tlio-v not so well educated." 


has been liberal with the 


institnlu-n. In 1881 a fine gymnasium 
was coi.ipleted, which cost $14,600. 
Most of ;he students in the college are 
graduate, of the lower department of 
the instl.'ition, but not a few received 
their er.i-.y education in separate local 
schools. The entire curriculum, includ- 
ing an introductory year, embraces a 
period of five years. Candidates for ad- 
mission to the introductory class are ex- 
amined in these subjects: The com- 
mand of English as showp in oral or 
finger-spelled conversation; in rendering 
at sight paragraphs selected from school 
books and from newspapers; iu extem- 
soraneoun English composition; arith- 
metic; uUtory of the United States; 
listory of England to the beginning of 
the reign of Henry VII, political 
geography; physical geography, and ele- 
ments of natural pliilosophy. 


The curriculum of the college is about 


;he same as that o' any other college. It 
ncludea mathematics, English, Latin,
